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Scores of smokers 
stub out their cigs

More than 1,000 smokers in 
St Helens stubbed out their 
cigarettes for Stoptober last 
month. 

They joined more than 
250,000 people nationwide 
who took on Public Health 
England’s annual stop smok¬ 
ing challenge. 

Locally, 794 people regis¬ 
tered on the national Stop¬ 
tober database and 280 
registered a quit date, sup¬ 
ported by St Helens Smoke- 
free Support. 

Julie Tipton, St Helens 
Smokefree Support Manager, 
said: “The campaign was a big 
success in St Helens. 

“Smokefree Support hand¬ 
ed out more than 900 Stopto¬ 
ber packs to smokers visiting 
their promotional events in 
the town centre.” 

Fifteen drivers at Saints 
Taxis were among those who 
registered to quit.

The firm’s manager Paul 
Thompson said “We were ap¬ 
proached by the Smokefree 
team to take part in the cam¬ 
paign and so far three drivers 
have managed to stay smoke¬ 
free. This is a fantastic result 
given that they were all heavy 
smokers.” 

Earlier this year St Helens’ 
director of public health said 
good progress had been made 
in the first year since the re¬ 
sponsibility for public health 
was switched back to St Hel¬ 


ens Council from the NHS. 

But she admitted there was 
still work to do with regards to 
health inequalities. 

She said: “More causes of 
death now are as a result of 
lifestyle factors such as smok¬ 
ing, drinking, poor diet and 
lack of exercise.” 

Among a range of recom¬ 
mendations in her Better 
Health Together report was 
the introduction of communi¬ 
ty services to promote smoke¬ 
free homes.

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Bereaved family 

receive pay-eut

The family of an elderly wom¬ 
an who died after suffering 
a fall at a council care home 
have received an undisclosed 
compensation pay-out. 

Jillian Davies’ mother, Aileen 
Mather, broke her hip in a fall 
at Seddon Court on Prescot 
Road, Eccleston, in June 2012. 

The 84-year-old grand¬ 
mother-of-five was then tak¬ 
en to hospital without any of 
her medication. 

They also claimed no indi¬ 
vidual care plans were created 
for Mrs Mather. She under¬ 
went an operation but died 
several days later. 

Her daughter subsequent¬ 
ly pursued legal action against 
Seddon Court for breaching 
their duty of care. 

However, a spokeswoman 
for St Helens Council said that 
no fault was found on the part 
of the care home in a subse¬ 
quent investigation conduct¬ 


ed by council officials. 

The care home, which the 
council announced this sum¬ 
mer is set to close, recently 
settled the claim, paying an 
undisclosed fee without ad¬ 
mitting liability. 

Mrs Davies, 50, of New- 
ton-le-Willows, said: “When I 
rang to inform the home of my 
mother’s passing I was really 
disappointed with the manag¬ 
er. There was no apology. 

“I want to tell others about 
my experience so other fami¬ 


lies can be aware of the neglect 
people can suffer in a care 
home. I’m relieved to finally 
receivejustice.” 

A council spokeswoman 
said: “A full investigation of 
Mrs Mather’s emergency ad¬ 
mission to Seddon Court and 
subsequent admission to hos¬ 
pital was undertaken and no 
fault was found on the part of 
the care home. 

“This incident played no 
part in the decision to close 
Seddon Court.”

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Teen caught carrying martial arts-style knife 


A St Helens man has admitted 
carrying a martial arts-style 
knife in public. 

Peter Ratcliffe was 
stopped by officers near St 
Helens Police Station and 
spoken to while on his way to 
a party on October 31. 

The 19-year-old was found 
to be carrying a martial arts- 
style lock knife. 

Ratcliffe, of Union Street, 
St Helens, made a full and 
frank admission to a posses¬ 
sion allegation in a subse¬ 
quent police interview. 

He also admitted that he 


had no reasonable excuse 
for carrying the blade and 
pleaded guilty in his first ap¬ 
pearance before St Helens 
Magistrates’ Court yesterday. 

Paul Potter, defending, 
told how his client had no 
previous convictions and de¬ 
served credit for his co-op¬ 
eration with the police and 
early guilty plea. 

He admitted that the knife 
itself was “not a pretty sight” 
but claimed that Ratcliffe had 
simply forgotten it was in his 
pocket. 

Mr Potter also told how 


the knife had not been bran¬ 
dished in any way and re¬ 
vealed that his client was a

student who had hoped to 
join the army until suffering 
a spell of mental ill-health. 

He added that the knife 
was the type which might be 
thrown at a target. 

Magistrates, who were 
shown an image of the blade 
by the prosecution, asked 
for a pre-sentence report to 
be prepared by the probation 
service. 

They adjourned the case 
until December 9. 

Ratcliffe was granted un¬ 
conditional bail until that 
date.

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Man headbutted wife 
in booze-fuelled rage 



A St Helens man who rated his 
own drunkenness as “11 out of 
10” admitted headbutting his 
wife after flying into a booze- 
fuelled rage. 

Wayne Round admitted as¬ 
saulting his wife, Paula, at 
their Sutton home shortly be¬ 
fore midnight on October 24. 

St Helens Magistrates’ 
Court heard how the defend¬ 
ant, 51, had struggled to cope 
following the death of his 
brother. 

Angela Blackmore, pros¬ 
ecuting, told how Mrs Round 
noticed that her husband was 
“a bit off” when she returned 
home from work at about 4pm 
that day. 

To avoid a confrontation 
she went to bed for an hour 
while the defendant went out. 

When he returned, carry¬ 
ing a pint bottle of vodka, he 
became verbally aggressive so 
she went out - again to avoid a 
confrontation. 

But when she returned 
to their Carnegie Crescent 
home at about 11.30pm she 


found that the house had been 
“smashed up” and there was 
glass all over the floor. 

Thinking Round had gone 
to bed Mrs Round settled 
down on the sofa to keep out 
of the way, only for the defend¬ 
ant to come in, grab her and 
headbutt her. 

Mrs Round was forced to 
flee the house and call the po¬ 
lice. 

She told officers that her 
husband was in such a rage 
that he didn’t even seem to 
realise he had assaulted her. 

Mrs Round was left nurs¬ 
ing a swollen lip and also suf-

fered some bleeding - but told 
police that, despite being as¬ 
saulted, she was mainly con¬ 
cerned for her husband’s 
welfare. 

In interview, Round said he 
could not recall what had hap¬ 
pened because he had start¬ 
ed drinking vodka at 2pm that 
day. 

He said he didn’t remem¬ 
ber smashing up the house or 
headbutting his wife, but rat¬ 
ed himself as “11 out of 10” for 
drunkenness. 

Frank Roe, defending, 
told how his client had plead¬ 
ed guilty at the first opportu¬ 
nity on the full prosecution 
version of events - despite 
having no recollection of the 
incident. 

He suggested that the case 
was suitable for community 
disposal. 

Magistrates agreed but 
asked for the probation serv¬ 
ice to prepare a pre-sentence 
report. 

Round is due to be sen¬ 
tenced on November 26 and 
was granted conditional bail.

Pioneering factory 
and runaway romance 


Here’s what was hitting the 
headlines in the St Helens 
Reporter 50 years ago this 
week. 

The largest and most 
modern glass container fac¬ 
tory in Britain was to be built 
in St Helens by UGB at a cost 
of£4m. 

The factory was to be con¬ 
structed at Sherdley, with 
the first furnace due to start 
production in the autumn of 
1966. 

A United Glass spokes¬ 
man told the Reporter: 
“The increasingly exacting 
standards required can on¬ 
ly be met economically in 
plants using the most mod¬ 
ern equipment and making 
the best possible use of man¬ 
power.” 

In other news, vandals 
forced Lancashire County 
Institute of Agriculture to 
move from Victoria Park. 

Hooligans damaged flow¬ 
ers and stole plants from the 
site - used by the institute to 
train youths and students to 
become fully certified park 


attendants. 

The authorities were 
asked to provide an alter¬ 
native training ground in 
Sherdley Park. 

Elsewhere, British Rail¬ 
ways had to delay the recon¬ 
struction of the Corporation 
Street road bridge until 1965. 

Originally, the work had 
been included in the current 
year’s list of contracts. Work 
was due to start in April. 

And finally, a runaway ro¬ 
mance ended with two teen¬ 
age sweethearts saying “I do” 
at St Helens Register Office. 

Keith Worley, 19, and 
Pamela Traverse, 17, first fled 
to Gretna Green intending 
on marrying. 

But, after reading an ap¬ 
peal from Pamela’s parents 
urging them to return home 
and have a family wedding, 
they “hitched” back to St 
Helens. 

On returning home, they 
declared: “Gretna Green is 
terrible. There is nothing 
romantic about it at all! ”

Sarah’s recovery, 


Sarah* is a mum of two who started drinking as a teenager. 

"I had a good upbringing - holidays every year, and I even had 
a horse/' she says. "However, my dad drank heavily and my 
parents divorced when I was 15. 

I first started drinking on the streets with my mates when I was 
14. I grew up, had jobs and went to university to study nursing. 
But pretty soon my drinking, which I was doing purely to get 
drunk, was starting to affect my studies and I often phoned in 
sick. 

In my second year at uni, I fell pregnant, so I left, and not long 
after I had my second child. It was when the children and their 
dad and I moved in together that drinking wine at weekends 
soon became a bottle or two every night. 

Our relationship ended but my drinking didn't. When the 
children were in bed, I would drink, and the more I drank the 
more depressed I became. Then I took an overdose. 

I was in hospital for three days, but it didn't end there. I met 
someone new, but once again we were drinking every night, and 
once the children started school I started drinking in the day. 
My partner had no idea at first, but as my behaviour changed 
he left too, soon followed by my children. They went to live with 
their dad after I had an alcoholic fit in front of them. 

But I couldn't stop. I was drinking vodka for breakfast, cider 
for dinner and wine for tea. I hardly ate and my liver started to 
fail. The doctors told me I had to stop, but I didn't. 

The next 18 months I was in and out of hospital. I was 
jaundiced, bleeding, hallucinating and dying, and in autumn 
2012 I was referred to Addaction. 

The staff were amazing. I finally admitted I had a drink 
problem and, with their support, went to Alcoholics Anonymous 
(AA). 

I'm now sober, married, working full time and the children 
have their mummy back. My doctor said he couldn't believe I 
was the same girl who he'd told was going to die." 


Steve* is a local man who describes the joys and benefits of 
enjoying life without drinking... 

" I can't remember ever making a conscious decision 
to stop drinking alcohol, he said. " I wouldn't describe 
myself as abstinent because I' II have a pint or two at 
a wedding or a Christmas party, but the truth is that I 
rarely drink alcohol, even when I go out or when we all get 
together for a family gathering. 

I've accepted that in the eyes of friends and family I am 
now cast firmly in the role of permanent late night taxi 
driver, but that's ok. What is more annoying than that 
is the social pressure and judgements that I get because 
I choose not to drink. Even people who have known me 
for years assume that I can't' really' be enjoying myself 
because I haven't had an alcoholic drink. In fact, I do 
know how to party and have many a tale which won't be 
for the grandchildren's ears in the future, but everything 
changed when I got to my early 30s. It was no longer fun 
not to remember the night before, or putting myself in risky 
situations. I had a family and wanted to be fully present for 
them and for myself. 


I believe that having a choice about how and why you use 
drink is liberating. I have loads of confidence, I take care 
of my weight and my health and I don't need a drink just 
to be me. 

Some of my friends need to have a drink before they go 
out, just to get the confidence to go out and socialise in the 
first place. 

I do get the cliche's - people thinking I may have had a 
drinking problem in the past or that I'm on medication. 
The truth is I don't need to have an excuse for not 
drinking - I simply choose to see and enjoy life in all its 
glorious colours, without the help of alcohol. 

I don't judge my friends who drink, so I don't think 
anyone should judge me for not drinking. " I am now the 
dad and role model to two teenagers. Drinking alcohol is a 
hot topic in our house, as they are at an age where they are 
experimenting with boundaries. 

If I have taught them anything I hope it is the ability to 
have confidence and respect for themselves. You have a 
choice and you don't need to drink alcohol to have a good 
time."

Sue* is a middle aged mum to her 
son Jake*, who has been drinking in 
excess for quite a few years now. She 
tells us about the rift it has created 
in her family, as opinions divide 
about how to deal with the issue... 

Sue says: "At first, as a mum, you 
question yourself. Was it something 
that I did wrong, did I contribute 
to his problem, can love on its own 
be enough to help him through if he 
won't seek help? 

In many ways, I felt like a failure. I 
had failed to see the full extent of the 
problem until it was too late, and I 
wasn't coping well with all the family 
arguments that were caused because 
of his drinking.

It isn't something that you really 
want to share with everyone. My 
husband could see the hurt that it was 
causing, and he felt powerless too. 

His way of coping was to completely 
disown Jake until he got his act 
together, but for me it wasn't as 
simple as that. I felt completely alone 
and at my wits' end. 

There were many ups and downs. Jake 
was in and out of treatment and also 
went through a detoxification. 
Sometimes even when we thought 
he was making real progress, the 
slightest thing could set his drinking 
off again. Sometimes I did not know if 
what I was doing was for the best. 

I was constantly questioning myself. 
Should I show tough love and 
step back like my husband did, or 
maintain a constant vigil in case he 
did something stupid? Was I helping 
or making the situation worse? In the 
end my own health started to suffer. 
Seeking help for myself at Footsteps 


was the first step to regaining control. 
Footsteps helped me to understand 
about addiction and about how 
alcohol misuse affects a person 
mentally and physically. I learnt that 
I wasn't alone, and that there are 
others in a similar position to me. 
There are no easy answers, but the 
decisions that I make now are based 
on choices and having the right 
information. 

I am worrying less and feeling less 
guilty. My sleep has improved and my 
relationships with my son and husband 
have improved. 

We aren't completely out of the 
woods yet, but whatever happens I am 
better equipped to cope. 

People forget that when someone 
is stopping, or cutting down, their 
drinking, the impact of that is often 
felt by other close friends and family. 
It's just as important that we know 
what to expect, how to cope and how 
to look after our own health." 
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Yvonne’s ordeal with 
her daughter’s drinking 
at a house party.

Yvonne*, tells us about what happened when her teenage 
daughter drank alcohol at a house party. 

She says: " We really care about our daughters Michelle* , 

16/ and Evie*, 12 7 who are both beautiful and clever girls. We 
try to be good parents and work hard to make our home safe 
and happy. 

Evie looks up to her big sister and copies everything she does. 
Last year Michelle worked really hard to pass her GCSEs and 
we were all thrilled with the results. We were really pleased 
that she was making something of her life. 

Of course her friends all wanted to celebrate, and Michelle 
told us that her friend (who we know well) was having a house 
party and that there would be alcohol at the party. 

I can't say that I was pleased, especially when she asked us 
to buy her some alcohol to take with her to the party, but I 
was told there would be parental supervision and that all of 
her friends were going. I thought that it would be safer than 


drinking on the streets and I didn'1 want her to be the odd one 
out. At least she was being open with us. 

In the end I bought her three alcopops and gave her lots of 
warnings and advice. What I hadn't banked on was that there 
would be others bringing lots of alcohol to the party and ' 
smuggling drinks' in. 

Despite thinking she was all grown up, Michelle was mixing 
her drinks and getting completely drunk to the point that 
someone called an ambulance and she ended up in A&E. 

She was alright, thank goodness, but it was such an upsetting 
and embarrassing experience. 

When I think of what might have happened, given the state she 
was in, it makes my blood run cold. 

My advice to any parent in the same situation would be to be 
assertive and don't get caught up in the ' peer pressure trap' 
yourself. 

You can't be with them all the time but you can set an 
example yourself, answer their questions about alcohol 
honestly and make sure they know that they have choices and 
have thought through how to handle any situations that are 
likely to arise, in advance. 

Make sure they are aware of the dangers to their health and 
give them advice about how to stay safe. I would never have 
forgiven myself if there had been lasting damage." 


Jed’s difficult time with 
mum’s drinking._ 


19-year-old Jed* from St.Helens, tells us about his difficult 
experience growing up in a house where drink was causing 
problems. 

He says: "Looking back, it's hard for me to think of a time 
when my mum wasn't drinking. 

It was just the two of us when I was younger as she had split 
with my dad when I was a toddler and I barely remember him. 
She found it hard to cope. 

When I was at school, I'd worry about the weekend - that's

when she drank the 
most. 

I remember Friday 
nights would 
consist of my mum 
drinking, popping 
in and out of the 
house throughout 
the night and then me being woken up in 
the early hours of the morning from the music blasting from 
the television downstairs. 

She would always feel guilty the morning after, but on the 
Saturday when it came to 5pm, I would notice a can of cheap 
cider in a shopping bag and knew that tonight would be 
another night of drinking, loud music and her trying to cause 
arguments. 

This became a regular pattern. I remember when I was 14 
asking friends, 'Can I stay over at yours?' 

I would ask in a way that they thought I just wanted to come 
over to see them and have a laugh, but really it was always to 
get out of the house and avoid her. The relief would always 
turn to worry that she would hurt herself, or do damage to the 
house. 

When I started college, I was even more aware of her 
increased drinking. I hated it so much that I would put salt in 
her bottle of vodka, thinking that it might change the way it 
tastes and stop her drinking. That never worked either. 


When I turned 16, she was prescribed antidepressants and 
started drinking on top of those. That seemed to make things 
even worse, and there was an awful scene in the doctors' 
surgery when Mum had been drinking and started shouting at 
the reception staff. 

The next day, after another argument, I finally told her that 
enough was enough. She needed help and we had reached a 
crisis point. 

My friends would not come near the house, my girlfriend and 
her family didn't like being around her, she lost her job and I 
was trying my best to be out of the house as much as I could. 
This time she listened and realised the damage she was 
causing. She agreed to go to Addaction, and really threw 
herself into taking up the help that was on offer, doing things 
like counselling, groups, courses and qualifications. 

As a child, I felt a mixture of emotions because of Mum's 
drinking: fear, shame, embarrassment, loneliness and 
frustration. At the same time I always cared about Mum and I 
wish she would have asked for help sooner. 

When she wasn't drinking, things were great. It was obvious 
she was using the drink to help her cope and she did try to hide 
it from me, but kids know. 

The thing is that there is help out there now, so no one needs 
to go through these things alone. 

She is now like a different woman - she enjoys cooking, is 
doing voluntary work and says that the thought of drinking 
does not appeal to her. 

She is aiming to get a job and is much more confident and 
easier to talk to. 

Although I personally had quite a few hard years, I am very 
happy with the relationship we have now. I don't think twice 
about asking my girlfriend and her family to come round 
now."

Top local politicians are set 
to meet this week to discuss 
plans for the Liverpool 
City Region to bid 
for greater de¬ 
volved powers. 

Last week St Hel¬ 
ens Council leader 
Barrie Grunewald 
welcomed the pos¬ 
sibility of greater 
powers but told of Council leader 

his opposition to a BarrieGrunewald 
directly elected re¬ 
gional Mayor. 

He said: “First and fore¬ 
most, I am a democrat so we 
must trust the people and let 
them have a say. 



“At a time when politics is 
broken, the idea we can im¬ 
pose a new structure on peo¬ 
ple without their views being 
taken into account is ridicu¬ 
lous. Any move to impose a 
Metro Mayor would have to be 
accompanied by a refer¬ 
endum. 

“We are opposed 
to a Metro Mayor 
and in favour of 
giving more pow¬ 
ers to the current 
combined author¬ 
ity, which we believe 
can be done via the 
current model.” 

On Friday (Novem¬ 
ber 21) the Liverpool 
City Region Combined Au¬ 
thority is set to meet. 

Proposals for greater de¬ 
volved powers and funding to 
the Liverpool City Region will 


be among the items discussed. 

Mayor of Liverpool Joe An¬ 
derson has already called for 
Merseyside to be given simi¬ 
lar powers to those handed 
to Greater Manchester in the 
recent devolution agreement. 

As part of the deal, the ar¬ 
ea will have its first directly- 
elected mayor as part of the 
deal without any sort of pub¬ 
lic consultation. 

Chancellor George Os¬ 
borne has said: “I’m up for 
Merseyside going down this 
path, so let’s start the conver¬ 
sation.”

‘Desperate’ thief 
stole from stores

A man who committed four 
shoplifting offences in less 
than a fortnight was “in des¬ 
perate straits” after suffer¬ 
ing a benefits delay, a court 
heard. 

Alan Chadwick admitted 
stealing items from Boots, JD 
Sports and The Range after 
his benefits were delayed af¬ 
ter leaving his mother’s home. 

St Helens Magistrates’ 
Court heard how the 25-year- 
old targeted JD Sports on 
both October 25 and Novem¬ 
ber 2 - stealing nearly £250 
worth of t-shirts. 

Angela Blackmore, pros¬ 
ecuting, told how Chadwick 
also targeted The Range on 
November 2 - stealing four 
bottles of water purifier sold 
to people who own tropical 
fish - and Boots four days 
later. 

In the first offence, staff at 
JD Sports on Church Street 
noticed that stock was miss¬ 
ing and reviewed in-store 
CCTY. 


The footage showed Chad¬ 
wick and another male se¬ 
lecting £96 worth of t-shirts 
before placing them a bag and 
leaving without making any 
attempt to pay. 

The duo then targeted the 
same store in a carbon-copy 
raid on November 2 - this 
time making off with £150 
worth of t-shirts. 

In the offence at The 
Range, the same duo were 
spotted selecting items from 
the shelf before placing them 
in a bag for life. 

However, when they at¬ 
tempted to steal a Braun elec¬ 
tric razor worth £139.99 from 
Boots they were challenged by 
a member of staff. 

Although Chadwick, of 
Cambridge Road, St Helens, 
got away, his accomplice was 
held at the scene. 

After Chadwick was ar¬ 
rested at his home address 
he told police that he had no 
money and needed to buy 
clothes. 

He claimed he had left 
many of the items in the 
stores after getting cold feet. 

Ian Morris, defending, 
told how his client had had 
to leave his mother’s home at

Julia Gray offers five tricks to help cut your bills this winter 



SERVICEORREPLACEYOUR 
BOILER 

For your home’s boiler 
to work most effi¬ 
ciently, it needs to be 
serviced annually by a Gas 
Safe Register (www.gassaf- 
eregister.co.uk) engineer. If 
you can afford to, replacing an 
old boiler with a new one will 
improve your central heating 
system and save you money. 

A boiler that’s 15 years old or 
more is only around 60-70% 
efficient, so around 30p-40p 
of every pound spent on heat¬ 
ing 

and hot water is wasted. 
“Updating to an A-rated 
condensing boiler, such as a 
Worcester Greenstar, could 
make your heating system up 
to 90% efficient,” says Martyn 
Bridges ofboiler manufactur¬ 
er Worcester, Bosch Group. 


INSULATEORREPLACE 
THE HOT-WATER CYL¬ 
INDER 

New cylinders 
for boilers, such 
as Worcester’s Greenstore 
range, come with a thick 
layer of built-in insulation, 
but lots of us have older cyl¬ 
inders that benefit from 
being fitted with an insula¬ 
tion jacket (at least 75mm 
thick). According to the En¬ 
ergy Saving Trust, 
fitting a jacket to an unin¬ 
sulated cylinder will save 
you around £85-£i30 a year 
(based on a typical gas- 
heated home in England, 
Scotland and Wales). 
Cylinder jackets are inexpen¬ 
sive and easy to fit - try 
Mangers Cylinder Jacket 
(£14.58, B&Q), which is 
180mm thick. 


3 INSULATE PIPES 

By insulating 
heating/hot water 
pipes, you prevent 
unnecessary heat 
loss and help to stop them 
freezing in winter. The easi¬ 
est way to insulate pipes is to 
use pre-scored foam tubes, 
which snap over and around 
the pipes and come in differ¬ 
ent diameters for a snug fit. 

UPGRADE THE RADIA¬ 
TORS AND VALVES 

To ensure your ra¬ 
diators are work¬ 
ing at full capacity, 
bleed them with a radiator 
key or small screwdriver 
(when the heating is off and 
the radiators are cold), de¬ 
pending on the type of bleed 
valve. Many older radiators 
don’t have adjustable valves - 


they’re either 
on or off, so 
fitting new 
valves will 
enable you to 
turn the heat¬ 
ing down when 
you need to. “I 
would always 
recommend fit¬ 
ting thermostatic 
radiator valves, as they offer 
individual room comfort and 
save energy by not allow¬ 
ing rooms to overheat,” says 
Bridges. “They regulate or 
cut off the flow of hot water 
to individual radiators, while 
the programmer and room 
thermostat control the heat 
to the whole house. A survey 
indicated that a central heat¬ 
ing system with a full set of 
controls and thermostatic 
radiator valves could save up 


to 40% compared to an un¬ 
controlled system.”

Smart systems, 
which enable you to 
control your heat¬ 
ing and hot water 
from your smartphone or 
tablet via an app, are all the 
rage. One of the newest is 
therM, pictured above, which 
is compatible with any heat-

- if you can do basic wiring, 
you can fit therM yourself 
(an internet router is also 
required). Smart systems 
like this enable you to control 
your heating and hot water 
precisely and remotely, so 
instead of leaving the heat¬ 
ing on when you go out on a 
cold day, you can turn it on 
using your smartphone when 
you’re on your way home.

Cupra is effortless to drive

IT was only fair to choose a 
Cupra 280 with a DSG gear¬ 
box. 

I’ve driven plenty of twin- 
clutch automatics, but only 
for a day, two days or maybe a 
week at a time. Living with one 
is the acid test. 

It’s four months into my six- 
month stint with it, now. 

I started off needing to be 


convinced by the technology, 
but was beginning to think of 
myself as a bit of a convert. 

Around town it’s effortless 
to drive, the shifts are smooth 
and fast, and with DSG under 
the floor the fast Leon is an 
amazingly versatile and sat¬ 
isfying everyday car. I was 
happy. 

But then, like it does 10 
minutes into a Hollywood ac¬ 
tion blockbuster, everything 
went pear-shaped. 

A big red warning message 


on the info screen between the 
speedometer and rev counter 
told me to cease and desist im¬ 
mediately, lest the gearbox ex¬ 
plode or the world end. 

It wasn’t quite so eloquent, 
but it had to go back from 
whence it came for workshop 
fettling. 

Seat kindly furnished me 
with an identical replace¬ 
ment... except for the gear¬ 
box. And here’s where the 
unexpected bit starts. 

With DSG the Cupra is a 


monster above 3,ooorpm. 
It absolutely devours 
overtakes and makes all 
sorts of supposedly brisk 
cars look like they’re 
driving through deep 
treacle. 

But the manual car is 
something else. It’s rabid. 
Bonkers. Unhinged. Where 
the auto’s power delivery 
seems strangled at lower revs, 
the manual explodes forward 
if you so much as cough on the 
accelerator.

Paul Wellens reckons James 
Graham should be in the 
running for the Golden Boot 
award as the world’s best 
player. 

Saints skipper Wellens 
played alongside the Eng¬ 
land ace before Gra- 
^ OA" _ ham headed to the 
1 Australasian NRL 
and coached him dur¬ 
ing the recent Four Na¬ 
tions tournament. 

And after the prop for¬ 
ward’s barn-storming show¬ 
ing for England, Wellens 
believes Graham will be 
among the six-player short¬ 
list announced on Friday. 

“I played with James a lot 
and when he went to the NRL 
a lot of people asked me how 
he would do,” said Wellens. 

“He did exactly what I ex¬ 
pected him to do, which is 
play superbly and dominate 
other teams’ forwards. 

“I’m not surprised by 
the high regard in which he 
is held. He is a phenomenal 
player. 


“And he is a champion fel¬ 
low. I have never met a more 
competitive individual. He 
produces the same level of 
performance every week, 
and in that he’s a bit like 
James Roby. 

“Both of them play to such 
a high standard that some 
people can take them for 
granted.” 

Wellens says he had hoped 
Graham’s current club, Can¬ 
terbury Bulldogs, would win 
the NRL Grand Final - thus 
bringing Graham back to St 
Helens for his first game at 
Langtree Park.
